P(ii:t Tow.NSK.Ni), May 13 - The public 
journals are again callucl upon to chroinclo 
the loss of another line vessel. The ship 
Ocean KiiiLC, C!a)it,'iin U. H. Sawyer, which 
was towed from Nanaimo on April-'27th . 
by tho tug Alexander, coal hidon for San 
I'edro, w'as ab.uido'.ied on last .Sunday 
morning with nearlj- eight feet of wiler 
iu her hold, lifty miles oil' Cape Blanco. 

Cai)tain Sawyer arrived at Port Town- 
send Thursday night and related the fol- 
lowing account of the unfortunate event 
to a Coi.o.Msi' represenwitive: 

N\'e left Naiiaiuio on Wednesday, April 
27tli, in tow, and arrived at Capo I'Mattory 
on h'riday folliuviiig. Willi gentle west- 
erly winds tho weather was all that could 
be desired. On Sunday night a heavy 
southeaBt gale struck ' us, and later the 
ship was rejmrted leaking. Tho pumps 
weru imineiliately manned, with the don- 
key engine attached. Tho seas were run- 
ning niomitain high. For live days the 
pumps were kept conthiually working. 
On Friday thoy became so disabled that 
the engine could not work them. Then 
the men themselves manned tho broken 
pumjiH. The gale had inodei-ated slightly 
that day, anil along in tbn afternoon it 
came on again with au increased velocity. 
The waves carried the jiump away. It 
was linally recovered and lashed on, and 
between the waves tho men would rush 
forward and' pump for 'a few min- 
utes, then recede and await another oppor- 
tunity. On .Saturday, May 7th, tho 
gale was still furiously blowing. Tho men 
lashed themselves to the pumps and were 
working for dear life. Sounding the water 
in the hold it was ascertained that she 
had seven feet, it was then apparent 
that it would be an utter impossibihty to 
keep her above water. At 4 o'clock Sun- 
day niornii'g a sail was sighted live miles 
to tlio wustward, which bore down upon 
and oil'ered as.sistanco. She proved to be 
tho sealing schooner Angel DoUie. Tak- 
ing advantivno of tho invitation I lowered 
a bout, which was immediately smashed. 
The schooner then, sent a boat to us, ' and 
within a couple of hours had taken all of 
us off tho ship. Wu were at that time 
fifty miles oil' Cape lUanc 

On Friday wo iierceived a full rigged 
■hip about twenty mile.s to the westward ; 
going south. Tlirougb tho glasses she 
appeared to bo making good headway. 
Tho schooner took lis, twonly-six aU told, 
as far as Cape Flattery when wo fell in 
with the United Slates steam laimoli Cos- 
mos, boluiigiiig ll '.bo i;teMiierC. P. Pat- 
terson, which kindly lnought us to this 
port, at which wo arriv jd at 11 o'clook- 
Thnrsduy night. 

The four iniisteil ship Ocean King was 
built in Keiiiieliunk, Maine, ttud is owned 
by Henry Sears, of Boslun, she measures 
250 feet in length, 42 feet breadth, and 30 
feet in depth. I'lie last survey held waa 
in San Francisco in ' ictober, 1880.

FREEDOM ON The HIGH SEAS. 

We have novor had any doubt, says the 
San Frniioisco Call, how the adiiiiiiistrn- 
tion would decide thu Alaska fisluBiy (pupa- 
tion, though wo have been amused at the 
persistency with which paper after pa[)er 
on this coast has been deluded -into ' pub- 
lishing dispatches stating that the- treas- 
ury department had resolved to maintain 
the unlawful monopoly of tho Alaska 
Commercial company. Wo bear now that 
tho government at Washington, having 
been compelled to admit tliab English 
llshennen migh tish in tho open waters of 
Behrit^'Sea without molestation, lias de- 
cided that American fishermen wore en- 
titled to tho same privilege. Itsoenis odd 
that there ever should have been a ipio.s- 
tioii on tho subject, but there are many 
odd things in tho deiiartmeiits at Wash- 
ington, and a powerful corporation which 
has done business with thein for years is 
apt to have a good many friends at the 
desks. The decision appears to bo caus- 
ing a good deal of anguish to some Now 
York furriers, who predict, in a uu-l.-iu- 
choly way, that the fur seal will unnn l>e- 
coiuo as rare as the bullalo, .ami will .Munu' 
day be as extinct as the dodo. We lake 
pleasure in oasuring these geutlemeii that 
their apprehenaionA. are groundless. So 
long as tho islands of St. Paul, St. 
George, Cooper and liehring are pie- 
served, poiicbiiig prevented thereon, and 
the number uf seals which may be killed 
limited by law, there is no likelilinnil of 
any diminution in their number. They 
aro ificreasing very fast ; all the llshenuen 
Brit^h ..Columbia and San Eranciaco 
can send out to kill them on the high aens 
will make little impression on their num- 
bers. Last year it was estimated that 
7,000,000 fur seals were gathered together 
on St. Paul and St. Cieorge; all of these, 
at the usual season, swam from the Sotitli- 
ern Pacific through straits in the Aleuti.-ui 
group, and'imade their landings on the 
islands; the females brought forth their 
young, and the entire party resunied tlieir 
travels, swimiiiiiig through the aiinie 
atndts and coming down the cii.ist of C;di- 
foniia into the unknown locality which is 
their winter turning point iu the .Southern 
seas; there was quite a lloet of sealers 
afloat trying to kill thorn, yet the totid 
catch was something like 30,000 skins. 
Thu fur seal became extinct in the Soiitli- 
ern Pacific because it wax limited in its 
breeding phico, and males and fem.de.t, 
pups and^uU grown animals were slaiiuh- 
torod indisciimihately. If the seal islaiuls 
were thrown open to fishermen without 
restriction, there might be snme gr' und 
for alarm; but as these islands are likely 
to be preserved there seems little danger; 
when the Alaska lease terminates the 
catch , allowed under it may be doubled 
wij^^ s^jfi^fcy. , There is a Mr. Schaync in 
Now York who is d!is£'ressed lest the 
throwing open of Behring sea shoulil 
diminish the food supply of the seals. 
Mr. Schayne, who is a furrier, evidently 
knows more aliout furs than about lisli. 
He would probably be surprised to learn 
that if all the fishermen in tho world did 
nothing'but fish' all tlie year round m the 
North Pacific, they would not make an 
appreciable impre.isiou on the myriads <<l 
cod, halibut and other tiah that iuhiibit 
that ocean. It was once said by a jncuae 
traveler fha^the.codd^dj not cat e,ich 
.other thelra wa6 abnie oaniger'df their unil- 
titudinous swarms shoaling a sen w hich is 
already ^ too shallow for comfort. They 
are like the sands (m tho seashore.

-aily nmngU'il liy an exploding bomb. 
Alexaniler 111. came to tlie throne under 
unfortunate circunistaiiceH. He found 
nihihsiu rampant, and was cmiipollod by 
jiatornal regard, as well i\a liis coronation 
path, tP .^rii^g ihp. ^!9\i\9M9<i Pjf, puiiiabiperil/. ' 
Ho was thus, at the very . outset of 'kis' 
reign, brought actively into deadly cou- 
trovcrsy with tho nihilists. Many of tlioiii

All the 
power of his ariuies and lloels and castles, 
all the wifl^ptj) of kis criunscllors, and all 
tho zealous jand' watchful giiardianBhip of 
thousands of 'p'olioo cannot give to him a 
feeling of 'a^'ouriii^ such as is possoHsed by 
tho hiiniblost citizen in this country. Like 
his father before him be fears to bo seen, 
oi oven to rcsiile in his splendid capital 
St.^ Petersburg. Ue has, since tho late 
\''a£)»ik'pi'npon nis'lifdl lia'nUhcid hiAiself to 
"OaMoWna.'ii' ilt'tlo' to'wti' S8ilio 'miles dis- 
t.jint. Thoro ho is aurroiindiHl by a triple 
line of dufoncu. Tim jil.'.ce lias been made 
as safe as it is jiossiblo against assault from 
without or treachery from within, and yek 
even tharo, wliilo venturing into his gar- 
dyii recently, ho was shot at and narrow- 
ly uHcaped liis death. Tho ouipress, it is 
said, never leaves iior palace, in which the 
' husband, one of tlio niightient of earthly 
■ ruhiH, is a iirisonei. He lioldii the power 
of life or death of millions of others, bull 
his own life is in momeiitiiry danger from 
liis oiiomios.

Hissing and groaning for 
LansdowiiB, the vast crowd want to the 
railway station, where they -niet Dennis 
Kilbride, .in evicted Lansdowne tenant,'* 
and u.scorted him, luiiid cheering, to tho 
yt. L-iwronee, where O'Brien is staying. 

At Quebec lion. E. J. Flynn and Hon. 
James McSliane, commissioner of agricul- 
ture and public works, spoke atlen(<th ex- 
pressing B^inpathy for Ireland and of 
O'Brien's visit. 

Jeremiah GaUagber, president of tho 
local branch of tho national league, who 
occupied the chair, spoko severely of tho 
governor-general in the opening address, 
When O'Brien's turn came to speak the 
scene of enthusiasm was erei^-greator than 
that at Montreal; greeting him in tliat 
vast audience were men and women who 
cheered, waved their hats, handkerchiefs 
and umbrellas frantically.
